PRESIDENTS REPORT. 

■ OrpiCE Mobile akb Alabama Geand Trunk R. R. Co., 
Mobile, Juno 27th, 1871. 

To the Slocl-holderi, .- 

Tho presentation of the first Animal Report to the Stockhold^ 
prs, fumishea a proper occasion for siibraittiDg n brief reaiitne of 
tbe Compnny's aft'airg from its organization. 

The Charter under whi(:h yon are operating', waa granted by the 
Lepishitnre of Alabama, February 33d, 186fi, (Ap])endix A), aiMl is 
very full and comprehensive. It confers adequate powers for cou- 
Btrneting, maintaining, and operating your road northwardly from 
Mobile, with sncli branches as may be necessary to connect with the 
Selma, liome and Dalton Railroad, the Alabama and Cfhattanooga 
Railroad, the South and North Alabama Railroad, and any other 
railroad with which it may become important to make a connection 
within the limits of the State. 

Although this Charter was obtained in 1866, no active steps were 
taken nnder it until April, IS09, when, by order of the Corporators, 
l.>ooka wci* opened by luihlic advertisement, at the rooms of the 
Board of Trade, for stock subscriptions, and remained open for ten 
days. On the 4th of May, 1869, the sum of ¥100,500 having been 
subscribed, an election was held for a Board of Directors. On tlie 
same date the Board held a meeting, and comjileted their organiza- 
tion by the election of a President, Secretary and Treasurer. 

Application wan made ta the city auihorities, in ISO!), in view of 
the great beuelits to be derived by Mobile from the comjiletion of 
tlie Grand Trunk road, for aid in its construction, in the form of 
bonds, to the amount of fifteen hundred thousand dollars. This 
application was supported by a petition from a large majority of the 
heavy taxpayers of tho city, and received the favorable considera- 
tion of the municipal Boards. An ordinance was adopted, June 
2f>th, 1809, granting the aid asked for; the bonds to be placed in 
the hands of the President of the Bank of Mobile, as trustee, to be 
delivered to this Gomjiauy in instalments as the road progresses to- 
wards completion. (See A[ii>endix B.) The onlitiauce also inquired 
an increat^ed subscription to be paid in, as a condition precedent to 
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tbt Heflrerr of the boada. The bookx wae a^in opened 
Firat yational Sank of Mobile, bj- poblie sotite, and 
tor one week, and additioaal sabaciiptkna vere obcained, makiag 
np tbe sniffflnt of ^2-10,000. 

All ijrelininaiT reqnireaieotK, having been tht» fnllT oomplied 
wltb, the Prew'leot won ;aQtborized bv the Board to enter into a 
contract witb the city, in ooafonnity with the ordinance. The ooo- 
tract wart executed aorordingly, and the first instalment of 9300,000 
tittf bonds wan 4le>ivet<^ to the Company. To remove all po«sble 
doobt, bowever, an to the antbority of the city boards to grmat tbe 
aid rend«red, nuder the general powent conferred upon them by tbe 
KHHb Hection of tbe city Charter, it was deemed adrl^ible, befora 
offering tbe Imnds for sale, to bare tbetr proceedings confirmed bj 
dlreet action of the Legislatnre. The necessary steps were takea at 
tbe pro|>er time for this purpose, and a special act (Api>endix O,), 
wa« pawied by the General Assembly, and approved by the Gover- 
n'fT of Alabama, Jannary 17tb, 1870, confirming and approving tlu 
urdltiance, and giving Bach farther powers as might be requisite toee 
tbe exucntion and performance of the contract. 

Tbe general State aid law, enacted in 18G7-0S, expired in the win- 
ter of 1870. Without an extension of this law the Grand Trunk 
BailruatI would have been shut out from its benefits, and it woald 
have been impossible to carry the enterprise forward to a final com- 
pletion. All other questions were, therefore, 8osi)ended, to awaifc 
the final action of the Legislature. The adoption of the wise and 
conservative law, approved February 20th, 1870 (Appendix D) en- 
titled " An act to furnish the aid and credit of the State of Al^ 
bamn for the puri)08e of expediting the construction of railroads 
vithiu th» State," justified tbe Board iu commencing active openu 
tfons. The imperfections of the law of 1868 were unhappily iUn» 
tnited in tlie case ot the Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad Ooqk- 
pauy, which company, having received the State endorsement nndffi 
that law, defaulted in the payment of its interest in January, 1871. 
In tlie emergency thus suddenly thrown upon the'Governor, it waa 
found that special legislation was necessary to authorize him to 
meet the pnymeut by the State. The delay which followed waitiog 
tliifl special action gave a severe, though temporary, shock to tb« 
Btat« credit. Under the new law no such difficulty can be present- 
ed, and no ilcfnult of interest can take place, as the act is explicit 



and mandatory upon tlie Governor to make provision by tempora 
loan or otlierwise, in case of inability on the part of any company" 
receiving endorsement, in order that the eonpons shall be paid at 
their maturity by the State, when not so paid by the company. Ab 
the endorsement of the first mortgage bonds of the Grand Trunk 
road will be made under the provisions of the law of 1870, it ia im- 
portant that the fact should he generally known, in order that their 
enhanced value on this acconnt may be fully appreciated. 

The several measures of legislation affecting the interests of this 
company having been disposed of, the attention of the Board was 
next directed to preparations for obtaiuiug a thorough instrumental 
survey of the projected line. Correspondence was opened with 
several engineers of established reputation, and resulted in the ap- 
pointmejit of Col. Alfred L. Eives, of Virginia, to the office of Chief 
Engineer — a gentleman in every resjieet thoroughly qualified for the 
duties of his position. Col. Rives arrived in Mobile and entered 
upon the work of organizing his department June 13, 1S70. 

The accompanying report of the Chief Engineer furnishes infor. 
mation in detail of the operations of the various field parties during 
the year. From that report it will be seen that three effective corps 
of engineers have been diligently engaged, for the jtast year, upon 
the surveys. The first party commenced their labors in July, the 
second in August and the third in September, 1870. Since that pe- 
riod they have made thorough surveys of the line from Mobile to 
Elyton, extending their instrumental examinations over a consider- 
able belt of country, in the effort to secure a perfect line, in the ele- 
ments of directness, easy grade and economical construction. The 
preliminary surveys have been completed to Elyton and are now un- 
dergoing final revision. The distance between Mobile and Elyton has 
been reduced by accurate location to 230 miles, which is ten miles 
shorter than was previously considered practicable, and makes the 
comx>arison still more favorable to the Grand Trunk road than here- 
tofore claimed, when considered as part of the shortest possible 
through line between New Orleans and New York. The important 
problem of grades has been solved by the surveys in the most sat- 
isfactory manner, as will be observed by reference to the report of 
the Chief Engineer- 
In September, 1870, the work of construction was commenced at 
a point on the Mobile and Ohio railroad, ueai- the city, and o 



27th day of April, 1871, the first train of cars piiased over 20 
of completed road, conveying the. State and City CommisMiodi 
over the line ou tlieir tour of ins]>ection. Keeping in view the 
heavy trafdc which is destined to pass over this road wlieti it shall 
reach the coal and iron region, the track has been laid with th(* best 
T rail, weighing sixty pounds to the yard, the bridge over the 
ChiokaBabogue is of iron, and the trestles have lieen conslrnuted 
wherever practicable upon piles of the durable black cypress ; and 
in every respect the construction has exceeded the specifications r&- 
quired by the State ai<l law. It is the design of the Board, that 
this policy of thorough and substantial cunstructiou, shall be cod- 
tiuued throughout the entire Hue. 

In July and Aiignst, 1870, apt»litiation was made (in accordance 
with the act of the Legislature of Alabama, adopted December 31, 
1868,) to the Commissioners Court of the respective counties for 
county snbscriptiona to the capital stock of the road as follows : 

Perry county, Alabama $300,000 

Marengo county, Alabama 250,000 

Clark county, Alabama 100,000 

$650,000 
Elections were held in pursuance of the law in Perry county, 
August 15, 1870; in Marengo connty, September 2i, 1870; and ia 
Clarke county, September 15, 1870. In all these counties the result 
was favorable, and the subscriptions vot«d. The bonds are to be 
issued as soon as the work of construction shall be (commenced 
within the borders of the several counties. Au election was also 
ordered for Bibb county, for a subscription of $100,000 on the 3d of 
October, 1870, but owing to a niisappreheusion, that the election 
would be postponed, a full vote was not taken, and the subscription 
failed by a small minority. The application will be renewed, how- 
ever, at au early day, when it is believed that the subscription will 
be made. 

It will be seen from the report of Col, Rives, Chief Engineer, that 
the surveying party, on the upper division, encountered serious dif- 
ficulties iipou the line which they had been instructed to pursoo 
through Periy county via Marion. The importance of Marion as 
the courthouse of one of the wealthiest counties in Alabama ; its at^ 
tractive locatiou and healthful climate; its excellent institutions of 
learning and cultivated society, would naturally combine to make it 






one of tbe most proaperoiis interior towns in the 9ta.t«, if develo] 
by the construction of the Grand Trunk road. It was, therefore,' 
eonsiderered eminently desirable by the Board, that Marion slionid 
be a point on t.Le line. With this desire, the nigged conutry eon- 
tigaous to that place, has been carefully and thoroughly studied, 
and the best obtainable tine has been fally ascertained. It is found 
however by com])arison of the surveys, that a line passing about 
six miles east of Marion, will be tJie cheaper route as regards eco- 
nomy of construction. But before the location is finally deter 
mined, it is pro|)er that the question shall be submitted to the citi- 
zens of Marion, and if they are willing to contribute the difference 
in cost, the western location, via Marion, should be adopted. 

A few miles north of Ceut«rville, at a distance of J84 miles from 
Mobile, the line first penetrates the coal nieajsures of Alabama, and 
continues 46 miles further to Elytoii, through a region abouudiug 
in coal, iron, limestone, marble and sandstone. 

The genera! results of the surveys may be summed up in a few 
words. They have developed a line with grades approximating to 
twenty feet to the mile, moving south, from the coal beds to the 
gulf, and with a maximum curvature of 4°. The value of these 
low grades and etisy curvatures, in increasing the economical work- 
ing power of the road, can hardly be over-estimated. 

The estimated distance of 34(1 miles to Elytou has been reduced 
to 230 miles. Of this distance 2U miles are complet^id and in daily 
operation, 36^ miles more are in active progress of construction to 
the Tombigbee river, leaving 173} upon which the work has not 
been commenced. 

The rout* ot the Grand Trunk road, leading from Mobile, 
trally through the fairest ponions of the Statti, Mill make many 
portant connections, adding largely to its earning capacity, and giv- 
ing it great advantages oier any other line to the gulf seaboard. 

At Mobile, its connections westward will be by rail and steamer 
to New Orleans, Louisiana and Texas. 

About 105 miles north of Mobile, by intersecting a line now 
bnilding between Selma and this road, it will connect with the Sel- 
ma, I£ome and Ualton railroad, completing a through route to New 
York in a distance of 1237 miles, or nearly BO miles shorter than 
any line now open between the two cities. The Board appreciate 
tbe value of this connection, both to the Grand Trunk road 
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Selma, Rome and Dalton road, and it is the tme policy of both i 
panics that tbe counectiou be made at the earliest day practicat 
To the Grand Trunk road it will at once open up a traCBc, by continu- 
ous rail, over a fertile district of 300 miles in extent j and Mobile 
will become the point of snpply for the same region, and reach a 
trade whicli has hitherto sought a market in other directions. It 
wiil virtually extend to the Selma, Eome and Balton road the advan- 
tages of a through line to the gulf, and by making it a part of the 
best line of travel between New Orleans and New York, cannot fail 
to add largely to its eamiug ]iowers. The immediate value of this 
connection ta the Grand Trunk road, however, consists in the fa«t 
that witi) 105 miles of your road iu operation, the local business on 
its own line, and the traffic brought to it trom its Selma conoec 
tione, will make it a paying road, even if it should be extended no 
further. The resonrcea of the Company at command lor this por- 
tion of the line are adequate to defray the cost of construction to 
the Selma junction ; and the work beyond the Tombigbee river is 
only delayed until the temporary depression now preventing the 
sale of State and citj' securities shall be removed, and their ready 
conversion be again assured. 

The second connection of the Grand Trunk line wilt be at Union- 
town, 136f miles north of Mobile, where it will cross the east and 
west line from Selma to Meridian and Vieksburg. 

About 152 miles from Mobile, it will tap the Selma, Marion and 
Memphis road, which traverses a valuable country, and must, be- 
come an important feeder to the Grand Trunk line. 

And at Elyton, Alabama, 230 miles from Mobile, it will intersect 
the Alabama and Chattanooga road, forming there with a through 
line only of 1224 miles, between Mobile and New York, and 1362 
udles between New York and New Orleans. 

At Elyton, it will also intersect the South and North road to 
Decatur, Saahville and Louisville, forming a line of only 757 
miles between Louisville and New Orleans, as against 755 miles 
by the Mississippi route to the Orescent city. 

From these various connectious the favorable route occupied by 
the Grand Trunk road for a large business, becomes readily appa- 
rent. 

Should the success of narrow gauge railways be established in 
this country by aatiafactory experience, several branch lines may be 
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suggested as valuable iu conuectiou with the Grand Ti-unk lii 
Oue of the moat desirable of these would be about thirty miles in' 
length, connecting Demopolis with tlie Grand Trunk via Linden, 
Shiloli, &c. This project haa already been discussed in Marengo 
connty, and is worthy of every encouragement. With the develop- 
ment of the country, new connections will be formed, and the -great 
value of your road to the State of Alabama, as a grand trunk line, 
will be fully demonstrated.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER.

F. I!. Clabk, Esq., 

President Mobile and Alabama Grand Trunk Railroad : 
Sir — I have the liouor to submit to you this, the first Annual En- 
ffitieering Ei'iiort of the Mobile and Alabama Grand Trunk Railroad 
Company : 

Under its incorporating act thB Company poesessea, in general 
terms, authority to locate, constmct, and operate a road with 
branches from Mobile northwardly, through the State of Alabama, 
and for good and sufficient reasous hereinafter ennmerated, Elyton 
or its vicinity, has been selected as the maiu objective point in all 
the engineering operations. 

FIELD OF SUEVEY. 

The only country available for a railroad seeking at reasonable 
cost, the shortest line between Mobile and Elyton lies west of the 
Mobile and Tombigbee rivers-as far as Jackson, and thence north- 
ward between theTombigbe^and Alabamarivers. The general sur- 
face of this region may be described as an inclined plane, descend- 
ing gently from the north to the Gulf of Mexico, with various irre- 
gularities scattered over its surface. Esperimenta), as well as lines 
of definite location, extending over the whole of this region, have 
consequently justified the adoption of exceptionally easy curves 
and low grades, with a moderate discrimination in favor of south- 
ern bound Ireights. 

CUBVATUEE. 

The greatest curvatuie arouud which an average first-class loco- 
motive of the usual coustructiou rolls without perceptibly grindiug, 
is, approximately, four degrees per hundred leet, and bence here not 
proving too onerous a coudltion its adoption as a maximum. 
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From reliablo experimental data, u iliminution of grades on 
curves of flve-handredtha of a foot per huodred feet fut each degree 
expressive of ioteusity ol curvature, may be stated as approximat- 
ing under average conditions, aud witliiu the limits of ordinary 
practice, the allowance necessary to equalize the tractive effort on 
curves aud tangents. The grades laid down in the following table 
have beeu definitely adopted, and will be found practically as favor- 
able as limiting inaxlmnms ot twenty feet soathwanUy and thirty 
feet northwardly, regardless of curvature :

GENEEAL STATEMENT OF ENGraBERING OPEKATIONS, 

Just one year since the first field party was formed, and cweb- 
menced active operations to determine as rapidly as possible tin 
proper location of the first twenty miles of road, with a view to itq 
prompt construction, and in order to secure the liberal aid of State 
and city authorized by law. A rapid recounoisance gave conviao 
ing evidence, amply confirmed by subsequent surveys, that the 
proper location would necessarily lie near the Mobile river, abov9 
highest overflow, and skirting the bases of the high hills. This Har- 
vey was completed in time to admit of letting out the work on the 
27th day of August last, and the party afterwards, besides extend- 
ing their surveys to Jackson, on the Tombigbee, greatly assisted in 
supervising constructing operations. 

The determination of the proper crossing of the Tombigbee, for 
which a thorough examination of tlie country north, as weU aa 
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Boutli, was uecessarv*, uest orauined attentiou, and i sepcii 
party was foinied in August last, and assigned to duty ou thp sur- 
veys between Jackson and Uuioutown. Their labors developed the 
feet tliat moderate grades, at reasonable cost, were not applicable 
to auy (rf the ridge Hues tlirough tbe conutry, and that it would be 
indispensable t« seek, as far as piaetieable, a valley route, which 
was happily found i[i that of Baasett's Creek, lying in the general 
di^ec^tioIl sought, and presenting a singularly favorable profile. Be- 
yond its head the country, fur a short distance, is veiy brokea, aud 
necessitated careful and thorough insti-uuii^iitat examination to de- 
termine definitely upon the most judicious location. The high hills 
jntting eastwiirdly from the main central ridge next tor four miles, 
forces the line to take a northeastwariliy direction, alter wliich the 
liue pursues a remarkably direct course to TJniontowu, through a 
eoimtry of most favorable conformation for railroad purposes. 

In September last a third party took the field, and commi^uued 
operations between Unioutown aud Elyton, To reach a common 
point in the valley of the Cahaba river, near the mouth of Old 
Town Creek, only two routes naturally suggest themselves — one 
passing slightly west of Marion, and the other entering the river 
valley near the mouth of Rice's creek. Perry ridge interposing too 
formidable a barrier to Justify the adoption of any intermediate 
]ine. The first of these routes presents advantages in point of di- 
rectness, the latter of cheapness. Extremely thorough and care- 
ful surveys have been made of the shorter line, aud every economy 
songht, consistent with first class alignment and the adopted grades. 
From the mouth of Old Town Creek a large proportion ol' the flnal 
location has not been completed, although now under rapid head- 
way; but an experimental line over the entire distance, has clearly 
demonstriited the fact that no unusual difficulties are encountered 
on this upper portion of the route. 
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StlMMAKi IlEVIKW OV LO(.'ATION AND OHAKACTEB OF VVOEK, 
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The line commences in the city of Mobile at a poiut on the north 
Bido of Beauregard street, in the vicinity of the Mobile and Ohio 
Bailroad depot, and after crossing Oue aud Three Mile Creeks and 
the iuterveniifg marsh, asceuds the high ground beyond, reaching 
at the distance of two aud a half miles, the southern end of the per- 



manent track, now Joined by a ttfmporary one of nearly a mile in 
length, to the Mobile and Ohio Railroad. Tlienee to the Tombig- 
bee, a distance of fifty-six and a half railes, the road lies throngh a 
comparatiTfily level country, reijniring light grading, and only one 
bridge, tbat over the Ghickasabogue. Twenty and one tenth 
miles of this portion of the road are completed, but on the rctnaKl- 
iug thirty-fiix and two-tenths, now in progress of construction, there 
are two miles of pile trestle. The river, at the point selected for 
crossing, will require nearly eight hundred feet of bridging, of which 
a portion will be moveable to admit of tbo passage of steamboats. 
A careful examination of the river bed, by boring, is now being 
made, and it is conlideutly believed will establish the existence of 
material of sufficiently firm character to furnish entirely satisfactory 
foundations at reasonable cost. This examination would have 
been earlier completed but for the continuance of unprecedented 
ireshets. 

The thirty-five miles of line lying in the valley of Bassett's Creek 
will prove very inexpensive, both as regards grading and water 
ways. Beyond, and north of its source, for the next seven miles 
acrosa the head waters of Haydon, Beaver and Turkey Creeks, the 
road will be much more costly. Thence for fifty-one and one-fourth 
miles, to the intersection of the Selma, Marion and Memphis Rail- 
road, in the vicinity of Marion ina TJniontown, the cost of construc- 
tion again becomes very moderate. The next nine and three-quar- 
ter miles, however, present unusnal difficulties, but are succeeded 
by twenty-two miles of very favorable character up the valley of the 
Cahawba to a point near the forks of the river. Here, at the en- 
trance of the coal fields, it is probable that the first hard ruck tio 
i\ny serious extent will be encountered. From this last i>oint ta 
E^yton, a distance of forty-six miles, nearly the whole line liea h 
the valleys of the Cahaba river and Shades' Creek, for which the 
estimate will necessarily exceed the general average, although still 
remaining within reasonable limits. 

Along iieariy the entire route, timber of excellent quality aboDDds, 
and on all the upper portion superior building stone crops out in inex- 
haustible quantity. With the exception, through the canebrake and 
flat woods region, of about thirty miles of road, which can be bsi- 
lasted easily with sand and gravel from other and contiguous pofr 
tious of the line, the whole country traversed is one naturally fax- 
nishing a road bed of sujierior quality.

Twenty miles of permaneat road, and one mile of temporOFy, 
Jiave been constructed and equipped, on which a daily train is run- 
Bing. The rail weighs sixty pounds per yard, the cross-ties are of 
excellent quality, extra «ize and length, and the timber used in 
trestles and ojjeD water ways, of best yellow pine. Nearly all of 
^e trestle piles are of black cypress, universally considered the 
ttost durable wood for this purpose to be found in the southern 
jQountry. Over the Ghickasabogue, a first class triangular truss 
bridge, of one hundred and fifty feet span, entirely of iron, except 

e top chord and end braces, and resting upon masonry supports, 
Jias been con»itructed. This bridge was built by the LouisTille 
Bridge and Iron Co., and presents special features in the arrange- 
ment of the bottom chord, which it is believed will render it fully 
'equal, if not superior to any truss of its class heretofore erected. 

UNDER CONSTRUCTION.

CONCLUSIONS. 

It seems proi)er h^e to present some of the many arguments de- 
iDsiistratiug the certainty of the future prosperity and usefulness of 
he Mobile and Alabama Grand Trunk Bailroad :

2d. — Its grades are such that one locomotive can easily draw a 
lain of double the usnal capacity, thus enabling profits to be de- 
Sved from rates which, under other and ordinary conditions, wo'.ld 
)ot meet the unavoidable expenses of transportation. 
i 3d. — The great need of the city of Mobile la such a diversity of 
lOaineaa as will give employment to its populotion for the entire 
feUT. It is not a healthy condition of affairs where a few months 
■«f unnsnal activity, due to its receipts and shipments of cotton, are 
succeeded by a long period of comparative stagnation. Goal and 
iron are destined to lie the great agents in remedying this unfortu- 
nate eoudition of aftiiirs. As our line, with its easy grade, reaches 
the superior coal of the Cahaba Valley, at one hundred and eighty- 



four miles, crosRiiig tLirtepii iliHtinct veins, many of them workable, 
and a Rliort distiiiicn furthprnn, by a ten mile branch, enters the 
fields of the Warrior, it is obvious to those lamiliar with the Biib- 
ject, that coal can be mined and delivered profitably in Mobile far 
cheaper than at the nsoal prevailing rates. These considerations 
point to the fact that Mobile is destined, at no distant day, to be- 
come the gieat coaling station of the Gulf. Again, the world-re- 
nowned iron region of Alabama is fairly reached, and analogous 
reasoning gives every assurance that a great movement southward 
of that most fruitful source ot prosperity and rapid development, 
would be promptly inaugurated. 

4th. — The country through which the road passe.s presents, it is 
firmly believed, a more fertile, attractive, picturesque, and healtbj 
region, abounding in water power, than can be found for equal dis- 
tauces along any line that has or ever vmt be projected from Mobile 
in any direction jop an equal d i a tow ne. 

5th. — Our line forms the closing link in one of the shortest and 
certainly most attractive routes, not only between Texas and New 
York, but between Mobile and Louisville, and one so closely ap 
proximating the shortest possible, that there is no probability of its 
ever being superseded, especially when its peculiarly favorable 
characteristics are taken into account. 

Cth. The celebrated mineral springs of Northern Alabama will be 
rendered so easily and rapidly accessible that a valuable passenger 
traffic between them and the cities of Mobile and New Orleans must 
be rapidly developed. 

Fi'om the foregoing considerations it (uust be apparent that the 
Grand Trunk fiailroad once constnicted, and under good manage- 
ment, would prove to be not only a financial success, but of iacfll- 
cnlable benefit to the city of Mobile, as well as the entire region of 
country through which it passes. 

lu closing this report, it gives me great pleasure to testify my ob- 
ligations to the various members of the engineer corps for thei( 
skillful and cordial co-operation.

Whereas ihe State of AlabaiiiH poaaeNses deposites of Coiil ami 
Iron, and otber Mineral products of immense value, aa yet unpro- 
ductive, aud wtiieh only require efficient and direct means of traiia- 
portation, to cause this great sonnie of wealth to flow to the city 
of Mobile: 

And Whebeas the General Aasembly of Alabama, to promote 
l^e accom|i]ishment of this object, ha« granted a Charter with the 
ample powera to a Corporation under the name of " The Mo- 
'and Atttbauia Grand Trunk Kailroad Company," with a most 

agreement for the loan of tlie credit of the State to a large

And Wheeeab the said Mobile and Alabama Grand Trunk Rail- 
road Company has been organized for the purpose ot constructing 
the pmposed Baibuad from Mobile, extending in the direction to- 
wards Elyton or Chattanooga, so as to reach the mineral region of 
Alabama : 

In order to seinire the completion of said work, inasmuch ah it is 
evident that the same would greatly increase the commerce and 
wealth of this City; add to its population ; ci-eatv a great saving iu 
the cost of fuel and supplies; give additional and rapid means of 
defence and of ingress aud egress iu cases of necessity; give valu- 
able einployment to our i>eople ; conduce very materially to promote 
the establishmcut of manufactures, and the general interest of the 
City, and its future prosperity : It is therefore 

Resolved, That the Corporate Authorities of the City of Mobile (Jo

That Coupons for interest shall be attached to aaid Bunds, whtcb 
shall be payable semi-annually at the Bank of Mobile.

That the said Bonds with Coupons shall be delivered to ttaid 
pany as hereinafter provided, as follows:

That the City simll provide for and pay out of its Treasury such

Be it furtiier enacted, That the President of any Company, 
receiving the endorsement of the State, shall make semi-annual re- 
ports nnder oath to the Governor, until the completion of said road, 
setting lorth fully the condition of the Road and Company, and af- 
ter its completion he shall report to the Governor annually, showing 
the financial condition of the Company, giving a statement of the

Sec. iJ. Be it further enaoted, That the State of Alabama ex- 
presaly reserves the right to enact by the Legislature thereof here- 
after, all Hueh lairs as may be ueceasary to protect the interests of 
the State and to secure the State against any loss in couseqiie&c&of 
the endorsement of the Bonds under any of the provisions of this 
Act, but in such a manner as not to impair the vested rights of the 
stockholders of the Company. 

Sfifc. 10. Be it further enacted, That this Act shall be deemed 
and taken to be a public Act as to all purposes. 

Sec. 11. Be it further mooted, That no road embraced in this Ac^ 
shall be entitled to the beneftts of this Act ntdess it shall complete 
the first section of Twenty (20) Miles, as providod in the second Sec- 
tion of this Act, on or before the first day of November, 1871, and 
shall build and complete for use, an average of at least Twenty (20) 
Miles annually, from and after the first endorsement by the Gover- 
nor, as required therein, or at that rate until said Road shall be 
fully completed. 

Sec. 12. Be it further enacted. That in all cases where Bonds are 
endorsed by the Governor in behalf of the State, for any of said 
Kailroad Companies, under the provisions of this Aet, the State of 
Alabama shall be entitled to two Directors in each of said Compa- 
nies, to be appointed by the Governor of the State. 

Sec. 13. Beit furtlier enacted, That a notification to the Gover-

ruary, 1870, is that such Act, nor any portion thereof, shall be so 



construed as to allow or authorize the eudorsemeiit by the Sta) 
therein provided for, to be given or granted to Bailroads of less" 
than thirty miles in length, nor to the New Orleans, Mobile and 
Chattanooga Kailroad Company, nor to any Bailroad Company that 
has heretofore received aa endorsement under laws existing &tOT 
before the time of the passage of the Act of which this is esplam^ 
tory.
